He was So closely engaged In conversation 
with Miss Benedict the other day that he 
gid not have time to answer a question as 
;o what he would do in the state election. 

So exclusively was his time taken up by 
‘he mugwump soreheads while here that he 
forgot to register. ‘Therefore he ts not qual- 
ified 1o vote in the election, 

As it is hardly likely that he will make a 
special trip batk from Washington for this 
purpose, president Cleveland might as well 
be written down now as a dodger. 

This indifference to the success of his par- 
ty is but anether evidence of what has long 
been charged against the president. Ever- 
ett Wheeler, the mugwump candidate, 
states positively that the president will not 
yote for Hill; that if the votes at all it 
will be for himself. The only answer Mr. 
Cleveland makes to this is hig neglect to 
register. 

Chairman Thatcher, who went off half- 
cocked the other day in declaring that Mr. 
Cleyeland would do the right thing at the 
right time, has deoided to put his tongue 
‘in mourning. He was only speaking against 

ope. While Mr. Cleveland was here he 
was not at home to a single democratic 
feader. 

All of this ts in marked contrast to the 
conduct of Mr. Hill in 1892. He worked for 
his party in season and out of Season. He 
is a democrat and stands by the nominees. 
As to what Mr. Cleveland does in this re- 
spect the record shows. 

He did not have time to register! 

Waiting for That Letter. 

Talk of a possible letter from President 
Cleveland was unexpectedly revived this 
afternoon when it became known at the 
state headquarters that the leader in the 
Wheeler movement had said that he ex- 
pected that Mr. Cleveland would still come 
out in favor of Hil. Word to similar 
effect was also recetved from other sources, 
including an official from state headquar- 
ters...

One gentleman, who is known as an 
ardent administration man, intimated that 
Mr. Cleveland would write no direct letter 
bearing on the state issue, but. that he 
might declare himself in a ringing letter

The same au- 
thority said that if Mr. Cleveland did write 
a letter on the congressional situation, 
taking his action in the past as a cri- 
terion, it would not appear before. the last 
few days of the campaign. It was recall- 
ed that In 1885 Mr. Cleveland did not come 
to the front until the last moment.

Among Regulators, 
THE WHITE CAPS TAKE CHARGE 


And Are Met by an Organization 
of “Blue Bills.” 


ROUGH TIMES IN SEVIER COUNTY 


Where Outlawry Seems to Have Estab- 
lished Itself, to the Disgust of the Law® 
Abiding Portion of the Community. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 26.—(Special.)—* 
Whitecapism and outlawry are rampant 
in Sevier county, a county that adjoins 
this, ‘and as a result the bodies of three 
citizens were found lying dead on a bluff 
near Henderson Springs yesterday morning. 

Their names are Laban Latham, Lije Hel- 
ton and another by the name of Kibble. 
Excitement is at fever heat and a most 
deplorable condition of affairs seems to 
exist. The following particulars were given 
by one of the most reputable citizens of 
Sevierville: | 

The Culmination of a Tragedy. 

Thursday it was learned that a band of 

white caps had determined to visit the 


| house of a disreputable woman back of 


a bluff on Pigeon river, about half a mile 
from Henderson Springs, and administer 
a severe whipping to the occupants of the 
house. 

The continued outrages of this organiza- 
tion has resulted in the recent organization 
of an anti-white cap secret order, 
members call themselves “‘Blue Bills.’’ The 
latter heard of the proposed whipping ex- 
pedition of the white caps near Henderson 


Selves and went out to see that the whip- 
ping was not done. 

The evidence yesterday morning shows 
that the two opposing orders met and had 
a fight. 

Latham and Kibble are of the white caps 
and Helton is a ‘Blue Bill.” It is known 
that the two parties met on the top .of 
the bluff between 8 and 9 o’clock Thursday 
hight and heavy firing was opened. Wheth- 
érthe Blue Bills laid in ambush and opened 
fire, or whether they were ambushed by 
the white caps seems to be a mooted 
question. Nor can it be definitely ascer- 
tained, as communication is difficult, how 
many were on each side, but it is sup- 
posed that there were ten or twelve on a 
Side. The people of that vicinity are ter- 
rorized, and so much so that they will not 
come up and volunteer information, and 
thus assist in bringing about speedy jus- 


} tice to the offenders of law and order. 


Bloodhounds Brought In. 

Sheriff Maples recently imported a couple 
of fine bloodhounds, but he was afraid to 
turn them on the trail for the reason 
that there are so many of both parties 
who would be only too glad te shoot the 
dogs down. 

The sheriff took these dogs through 
Knoxville a couple of weeks ago and they 
were admired by several people here. 

He sent a request to The Journal to say 
nothing about them, as he wanted to use 
them before the white caps “had learned 
he had them. However, it was soon known 
throughout the mountains that he had the 
hounds, and No doubt the white caps have 
sworn to shoot the dogs on sight, ‘‘for the 
good of the order.’ 

The sheriff has sworn in extra deputies 
and is making every effort to apprehend 
the guilty parties. 


The Previous History of the County. 

Ever since the war Sevier county has had 
more or less experience with white caps. 
Prior to about three years ago, so says 
an old Sevier county citizen, they had bde- 
come quieted down so long that the repu- 
table citizens of the county felt they were 
rid of them. About three years ago Phe 
white cap business was revived for the pur- 
pose of ridding certain localities of dis- 
reputable women. These women had taken 
up their abode in the mountains and vari- 
ous parts of the county and their homes 
were the scenes of brawls and fights and 


often murder, and were veritable traps of 


the devil to ruin young men. The officers 
of the county arrested numbers of them 
and they were brought into court, where 
they were tried and fined and their friends 
would promptly step up and pay the fines 
and the women would promptly take up 
their abodes again. 

The decent people became incensed, and 
finding the power of the court was limited, 
some of them decided on holding a few 
whipping bees and see what effect that 
would have. These were not white caps 
nor any secret order, further than to set 
a few examples with the hope that the 
rest would take a hint. However, they 
were called white caps and their conduct 
seemed to give license to unprincipled char- 
acters to organize also. Soon the law and 
order element became superseded by the 
worst gang of devils that ever infested 
this part of the state, and their devilment 
was visited upon those who had anything 
to do with trying to drive out these bad 
women. As one man up that way said, 
within the past three years nearly every 
good barn in the county had been burned, 
to say nothing of the heavy losses by the 
burning of their contents. They became so 
bold at one time that barns were set on 
fire in broad daylight, and an instance is 
cited where one of these women was caught 
setting fire to a barn stowed full of baled 
hay. 

Thus the righteous but unlawful conduct 
of good citizens in time became a curse 
to the county and this triple murder is 
It is barely pos- 
sible that other lives have been lost in 
this ‘battle in the dark. The Constitution’s 


-informant was on the scene of the fight, 


but could not learn how many had. beén 
wounded seriously or otherwise. 

Parties who heard the shooting say that 
there was enough of it to have wiped out 
a regiment had it been properly applied. 

Of course more trouble is anticipated, for

NO GREAT IMPROVEMENT 


Reported in Business—Reviews of 


Bradstreet’é and Dun & Co. 
New York, October 26.—Bradstreet’s to- 


day will say: 

“Merchants interviewed in various por- 
tions of the country report in some in- 
stances the condition of business as not 
having realized anticipations, and at other 
points that the recent bright outlook for 
trade is modified. Such advices are based 
in part on the practical conclusion of the 
fall trade and always on the demand for 
holiday goods. Dealers in dry goods, cloth- 
ing, groceries, shoes, hats and a few other 
lines have had relatively the more satis- 
factory volume of business, although in 
many instances fault has been found with 
the totals shipped. 

“General trade continues checked 
throughout some portions of the regions 
supplied by Kansas City, St. Paul, Omaha, 
Minneapolis and St. Louis, due to unseason- 
able warm weather. At the south low 
pricés for cotton continue to affect business 
unfavorably, many larger merchants being 
more cautious as to granting credits to in- 
terior merchants. Throughout a large por- 
tion of the region between‘ Ohio and the 
northwest interior jobbers will continue to 
carry small stocks throughout the winter. 
Eastern dry goods jobbers report only low 
cost goods moving with any freedom and 
the outlook for a settlement of the Fall 
River strike less favorable. 

“Among southern cities Charleston, Chat- 
tanooga and Savannah say trade is less en- 
couraging, while at Memphis, Augusta, 
Birmingham and Jacksonville no new fea- 
tures have been developed within the week. 
Sales, however, have improved in some 
lines at Atlanta. At New Orleans the vol- 
ume of sales have improved very slightly, 
the lower price of cotton, sharp revision of 
credits and hand-to-mouth purchases being 
specified as causes. 

“Total bank clearings throughout the 
United States for six business days, ending 
with Thursday, this week, amount to 
$912,000,000, against $950,000,000 last week, 
a decrease of about 3.5 per cent as compared 
with $919,000,000 in the corresponding week 
last year, a loss of about one-third of 1 
per cent. But when compared with the total 
for the like week in October, 1892, the de 
crease is seen to be $258,000 or 22 per cent. 

‘‘Business failures throughout the United 
States this week number 221, against 253 
last week and as compared with 329 in 
the like week of 1893, 220 in 1892 and 205 in 
1891.”’ 

Dun & Co’s. Review. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade, which issues tomorrow, will say: 

“Engrossing political excitement in many 
of the states causes a natural slackening 
in some kinds of business. But, on the 
whole, business indications are rather more 
favorable than they were last week. Gold 
exports have ceased, while a number of 
mills have gone into operation, and the de- 
mand for products, if not equal to that 
of prosperous years, is better than it has 
been most of the time this year. The prices 
of farm products do not improve much, 
and there are still some strikes to resist 
reduction of wages, so that the purchasing 
power of the people cannot have materially 
increased, but there is a more hopeful spirit 
which prompts greater activity. On the 
other, hand, the record of past transac- 
tions are sumewhat less favorable of late. 
It is interesting that, in spite of the low 
price of the principal southern crop, man- 
ufacturers and wholesale dealers report 
rather more improvement in trade with the 
south than with any other section. 

“In iron and steel the west shows weak- 
ness, while eastern markets show more en- 
couragement. Nothing of consequence is 
doing in rails, the deliveries for the year 
to October ist being only 510,000 tons, much 
below ordinary requirements for renewals. 
In structural works some moderate con- 
tracts are reported, but bar iron is ex- 
tremely dull, and it ig stated that the low 
prices reported last week—95 cents for iron 
and $1 for steel—have been shaded in some 
transactions. There is a decline in wire nails, 
$1.99 being quoted for galvanized barbed 
and $22.50 for wire rods. The best feature 
ig that the heavy increase in the output of 
pig does not yet seem to overload the 
market and there are rather less signs of 
pressure to sell them of late.”

THE EMPEROR POSTPONES A BON? 


| Because He Has the Formation of 


a New Cabinet on Hand. 


HIS SELECTION OF A NEW CHANCELLOR 


Was the Governor of Alsace-Lorraine 
but Hohenlohe Did Not Want the 
Place— Foreign News Generally. 


Berlin, October 26.—The report that Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi has handed his resigna- 
tion to the emperor is confirmed. Count 
Botho Zu Eulenburg, president of the min- 
isterial council, has also resigned. Dr. 
Miquel, Prussian finance minister, has 
been appointed president of the council and 
Prince von Hohenlohe-Shillingsfurst, gov- 
ernor *f Alsace-Lorraine, has been offered 
the chancellorship. 

Before offering the chancellorship to 
Prince Hohenlohe, Emperor . William con- 
sulted with the envoys from Bavaria, 
Wurtemburg, Saxony and Baden. It is re- 
ported that Prince Hohenlohe declined the 
office, owing to. his age. bs : 

The emperor has smmoned-General Count 
Walderse, the political soldier who was 
conspicuous in the final intrigues against 
Bismarck. The general inference is that 
he intends to make him Caprivi’s successor. 
Should Walderse become chancellor, the 
office of Prussian premier probably would 
be given him shortly, and thus the division 

/ of the two posts, which was effected at the 
time of the school bill crisis, would be 
ended. 

There is a rumor that General Bronzart 
von Chellendorff is a candidate for the 
Prussian premiership and the chancellot- 
ship. Either of these generals would be 
acceptable to the conservatives, who have 
become totally estranged from the govern: 
ment under the Caprivi regime. 

Why He Resigned. 


The immediate cause of Chancellor von 
Caprivi’s resignation is not entirely clear. 
It is known, however, that the difficulties 
between him and Count Botho Zu Bulen- 
burg had grown too sharp to be ignored or 
compromised. Caprivi at first was strongly 
opposed to severe steps against the social 
democrats and anarchists,, while Bulen- 
burg favored extreme measures. Under 
pressure from the emperor the chancellor 
is said to have yielded several points early 
in the week, but his master only got ‘him 
into trouble with the federal ministers, in 
whose council ‘he presided. yesterday. 
Several ministers opposed his proposal that 
the reichstag amend the penal code so.as 
to deal ‘more severely with the socialists. 
The individual states, they said, should be 
left to legislate within their own borders 
for the suppression of the social democ- 
racy and anarchy. 

The chancellor was equally embarrassed 
when the question of financial reform was 
broached. The envoys made several de- 
mands for changes in the financia: rela- 
tions of the states to the empire, but the 
chancellor was’ manifestly out of sympathy 
with all of them. 

Caprivi is, believed to have been crushed 
between the emperor and the federal en- 
voys. not going far enough to suit the 
former and going too far to suit the latter. 
The difficulties of his position were in- 
creased, moreover, by the intrigues 
Miguel and Eulenburg, who for more than 
a year have spared no effort to discredit 
his policies and diminish his influence with 
the crown. 

One of the chancellor’s last acts before 
offering his resignation was to notify the 
reichstag that the decree prohibiting ad- 
vances of Russian stocks had been can- 
celed, as no longer necessary on either 
economic or political grounds. 

The emperor had arranged to leave Pots- 
dam today to hunt in the neighborhood of 
Blankenburg, but he gave up the trip in 
view of the disruption of his cabinet. 


PRAYERS FOR THE CZAR. 


Emperor William Attends Services ai 
the Russian Embassy. 

Berlin, October 2%.—The chapel of the 
Russian embassy was crowded this after- 
noon with distinguished persons who had 
been invited to attend a special service 
for the purpose of offering up prayers for 
the recovery of the czar. The emperor of 
Germany wag one of the earliest comers, 
and wags received in the vestibule of the 
chapel by Count von Schouvaloff, the Rus- 
sian’ ambassador. There were also pres- 
ent Chancellor von Caprivi, Count Botho 
Zu Eulenburg, president of the Prussian 
council of ministers, General von Schellin- 
dorff, minister of war; United States Am- 
bassador Runyon, Messrs. Jackson, Evans 
and Vreeland, of the United States em- 
bassy, and most of the foreign ambassa- 
dors and ministers. Besides these there 
were in attendance by command of the 
emperor, the Prussian princes, the em- 
peror’s aides, the commanding officers of 
the various regiments of the Berlin garri- 
son, and the staff of the Emperor Alexan- 
der regiment of the Prussian guard, of 
which the czar is honorary colonel. After 
the services the emperur, looking very 
grave, had a long talk with Count Schou- 
valoff. 

A Surgical Dperation. 
\Paris, October 26.—A dispatch from Liv- 
adia says that the operation of throacen- 
tecis has been performed upon the czar 
with success. The releasing of liquid mat- 
ter by puncturing has greatly relieved the 
patient’s breathing, and the pressure 
around the heart. It is reported that Pro- 
fessor Leyden has declared that there is 
no’ danger of immediate coilapse. 

London, October 26.—A dispatch received 
at the Russian embassy here this morning 
from Livadia says that the czar is much 
better, and that he breakfasted with ap- 
petite and energy. 

To Ge to Corfu. 

Plymouth, England, October 2%.—The 
Russian imperial yacht Pole Star has left 
this port for Livadia, where it is under- 
stood she will embark the czar and im- 
perial family and convey them to Corfu.

AGAINST THE BLACKS. 


White Screwmen in New Orleans Will 
Not Work with Negroes. 

New Orleans, La., October %.—The screw- 
men have inaugurated a strike on the river 
front today. Early during the forenoon 
every member of the organization put down 
his tools and work was at an end. The 
trouble grows out of the recent difficulties 
between the whites and. blacks. The screw- 
men, white and black, some years ago 
were on terms of the utmost harmony, work- 
ing together and parading. together and 
belonging t6 the same council. Trouble has 
been brewing between them for some time, 
however, and has been thratening injury to 
the commerce of the port. The appearance 
at the river front of firms of negro steve- 
dores hiring negro screwmen, has served to 
accentuate the trouble, and the white screw- 
men have been charging that the negroes 
have been cutting rates and that the whites 
are losing ground, owing to the influx of 
negro labor. 

The white and black organizations parted 
company some time ago, and a fortnight 
back the white screwmen held a meeting 
and decided not to work any longer for 
ship agents or other employers of negro 
labor. Notices to this effect were sent to 
ship brokers and to all parties interested. 
The result was that many of the negroes 
were knocked off. Today every ship loading 
in the port was stopped and all hands laid 
off. The trade of the port is, for the time 
being, practically paralyzed, and the old 
trouble. that has been fomenting for weeks 
has developed int® what really promises 
to be one of the most disastrous labor dis- 
putes that New Orleans has experienced 
since the great strike of November, 1892. 
For some time the negro screwmen have 
been cutting rates and. offering labor at a 
cut of 15 cents per bale below the rates 
heretofore demanded and received by like 
white organizations. . 


PRAIRIE FIRES IN NEBRASKA 


Consuming Everything as They 
Spread—Ranches Burned. 
Omaha, Neb., October 26.— Lashed on by 
a furious wind, the prairie fires that are 
now raging in the northwestern part of the 
state are traveling with almost lightning- 
like rapidity and consuming everything in 
their track. Last night the blaze was 
daiven through the central portion of 
Sheridan and Cherry counties and in their

This morning not a vestige of these ranches, 
remaing except the bare and scorched 
ground. 

Late this afternoon the fire is reported to 
have reached Pullman and the whole coun- 
try in that neighborhood is a raging fur- 
nace. It is not known whether any lives 
are lost are not, but thousands of head of 
cattle have perished. People in the track of 
the fire are fleeing for their lives, leaving all 
their property to the mercy of the flames. 

At Homingford, John Bliss, one of the 
men badly burned while fighting the de- 
mon, is reported as dead, and others of the 
victims dying. 

So far as can be learned the flames have 
not jumped the Freemont, Elkhorn and 
Missouri Valley Black Hills tracks, but 
it is feared that they may at any time. 
Little, if any, damage has been done as 
yet to railroad property on this line. The 
blaze is supposed to have been set by a 
drunken man near Mullin, but this is not 
authentic. So far the flames have traveled 
a stretch of country over two hundred 
miles in length and seventy miles wide. 
The last report is from Hecla, where con- 
siderable damage was done. At this place 
the wind turned south, driving the flames 
ton an asyet unvisited county. 


SAFETY DEPOSIT VAULT ROBBED. 


A Thief Who Pazzles the Omaha De 
tectives. 


Omaha, Neb., October 26.—The fact was 
made public this afternoon that the safety 
deposit vault section of tae Omaha Natjon- 
al bank had been robbed and so dextrously 
that no clue to the manner in which the 
work was done is obtainable. Large sums of 
money have been taken from boxes in the 
vault and the exact amount of the losses 
cannot be known until all have been exam- 
ined. The discovery was made more than 
two weeks ago, and every precaution hag 
been taken by the bank officials to keep the 
matter a close secret. Chief of Police 
Seavy and his detectives have been work- 
ing industriously on the case and J. H. 
Millard, president of the Omaha National 
bank, has given the largest part of his 
time since the discovery to an effort to un- 
ravel the mystery surrounding the cas.

FIVE HOUSES BURNED. 


A Midnight Blaze Piays Sad Havoc 
with a Group of Dwellings. 

At 12.15 o’clock this morning fire originated 
in a group of dwelling houses on the corner 
of Pulliam and Vassa streets, near the city 
limits. In an hour all were in ashes c@d 
five homeless farnilies were gazing upon the 
smoking embers of most of their property. 

It was the ugliest bluze to which the de- 
partment has been called for some time. 
The distance from the engine houses, the 
nearness of the dwellings to each other and 
the headway the fire had gained before the 
alarm was turned in made the most stren- 
uous effort of the firemen almost futile. 

It was one of those fires which seems 
determined to sweep out everything in the 
neighborhood before stopping. At: the corner 
of Vassar and Pulliam the settlement is 
thick, and several other houses near the 
group weré partially burned. 

The middle house in the group that burned 
was occupied by Mrs. Lizzie Leftworth. It 
was here that it started, but how is a 
mystery. 

“I was sleeping soundly,” said Mrs. Left- 
worth, “and the first thing I knew was 
hearing Mr. Jim White, who boards next 
door, jumping im at the window. The rear 
portion of the house was all afire then and 
I had to run to get out in time. I haven't 
the slightest idea how the fire started. 
There was no one im the house except my- 
self and I went to bed early. It must have 
caught from the kitchen.” 

Next to the house occupied by Mrs. Left- 

worth lived H. A. Starr. With him boarded 
Mr. Jim White and Patrolman Ben White, 
who were the first to notice the fire. The 
place was totally destroyed and only a 
part of the furniture was saved. In a few 
seconds the houses occupied by W. H. 
Hines, J. H. Clarke and a vacant house on 
the corner were in flames. All of these ex- 
cept Clarke’s house were wholly destroyed, 
one side of that remained. At this house a 
pitiful scene occurred. Miss May Clarke had 
been ill with typhoid fever for some weeks. 
She was thoroughly exhausted from the 
long sickness and much excited by the 
fire. While the building was burning the 
young lady was removed and carried into 
the street. She was afterwards carried over 
to a house on the opposite side of the 
street. 
“Sparks fell on the roofs of several dwell- 
ing near the fire and these were in immi- 
nent danger for a while, but the firemen 
were on the alert and moved the hose quick- 
ly on them. The flames made their way rap 
idly and the whole group was burned out in 
a short time. 

Four of the houses belonged to Mr. J. C. 
Hendrix; the other was the property of Mr. 
J. H. Heith.

to Live—Other News and Gossip 
of the Rail, 


The railroad commission is now busily 
engaged with one of the most important 
cases that has been brought before it for 
many a day. 

It is the question whether a railroad cant 
be required to furnish terminal facilities for 
another line’s accommodation, according 
to regulations by the commission, or 
whether the road owning the terminals. has 
the right to make it a matter of privilege 
and private contract with the road de- 

the facilities. - 


This is one of the greatest questions that 
has been before the Georgia railroad com- 
mission for a long time, for ft involves a 
very great deal to all the roads entering 
the towns and cities throughout the state. 

The question has been thoroughly argued 
by the representatives of the roads, and 
it is now pending before the commission. 
The members of the railroad commission 
are busily engaged every day in studying 
the question and reading over the argu~ 
ments, pro and con. The case was-.sprung 
by the roads that enter the town of Al- 
bany, but it bears, with peculiar interest, 
upon the situation in Atlanta. 

Colonel J. W. Thomas, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis, which is the lessee of 
the Western and Atlantic, appeared before 
the railroad commission and made an argu- 
ment in the case in question full of point 
and force. 

He claims that the right to make terms 
with railroads for the use of terminals 
rests solely with the road that owns the 
terminals, and he claimed further that the 
road that owned the terminals has the 
right to make such terms with the other 
roads as it saw fic and proper. He went 
further to show that the matter was one 
that was not within the scope of the pow- 
ers of the railroad commission, since it 
was & pure matter of private contract be- 
tween the road that owns the side tracks 
and the road that wants to use the side- 
tracks. 

The fact that nearly every railroad in 
the state of Georgia at some point has to 
use the sidetracks of another road, makes 
the question a serious and important sone. 
The charge for the use of sidetracks has 
been, heretofore, $2 per car for a distance 
less than three miles. There is a kick made 
on this charge to the railroad commission, 
it being claimed that the roads ought to 
be made to charge less. 

This was what brought the question to 
a battle of argument on both sides. Col- 
onel Thomas, who, perhaps, represents a 
ralroad that has more interest in the rmat- 
ter than any of the rest of them in this 
state, claims that the charges can only 
be regulated on the sidetracks of the rail- 
roads at the different intermediate sec- 
tions, and not at the terminal places. For 
instance, it can be regulated at a place like 
Dalton where the old East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia and the Western and At- 
lantic cross, but that it cannot be regulat- 
ed by the commission in Atlanta or in 
other cities where railroads have their 
terminals. 

The question is full of interest.to all the 
roads, and the railroad men of the state will 
watch with peculiar interest the final ad- 
justment of the proposition by the Georgia, 
State railroad commission. 
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Bunch McBee Takes Charge.

Day before yesterday he accepted a posi- 
tion with the Seaboard Air-Line as general 
superintendent of the system, and it ix 
presumed that he wiil make things hum 
while he has charge of the greatest rival of 
the line with which he was formerly con- 
nected. 

Captain Bunch McBee is a picturesque 
character. He is one of the fjolliest souly 
on earth, and is as convival as the sum- 
mer day is bright and happy. 

He is one of the best known and most 
popular railroad men in the country. 

Captain McBee took charge of the Sea- 
board Air-Line yesterday and came to At- 
lanta to establish his office. He says he is 
not ready just yet to make any changes, but 
intimates that some may follow in the near 
future. , 

The Rate Committee. 

The rate committee of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association is stil] in 
session here.

Uniform Registration Law—News and 
Gossip of the Legislative Hals. 


The first resolutions of the session bear- 
ing upon the great question of finance and 
its relation to politics were introduced in 
the legislature yesterday morning.; Mr. Pit- 
man, of Troup, was the author of the reso- 
jutions and the disposition which was made 
of them at yesterday morning’s ession was 


on his motion. 


“It is my purpose,” said He, in the course 
of a short talk wpon the disposal of the 
resolutions, “simply to get a scjuare-out ex- 
pression of this house upon the question 
which is just now paramount in political dis- 
cussion, and in which we are all of us so 


vitally interested. I think nobody should

pure democratic doctrine.” 
Mr. Pitman’s resolutions were as follows: 


“Whereas, The national congress, at the 


session last held, failed to restore silver to 


the constitutional position which it held 
prior to the demonetization acts of 1873 and 


1874; and, 

“Whereas, The national congress failed 
to provide for the coinage of silver bullion, 
which now exists only as a commodity in 
the United States, thereby Yailing to remove 


the discrimination against silver in favor 


of gold; and, 


“Whereas, It is the firm and settled belief 
of a majority of this assembly that the 


failure of the national congress to fully 
accomplish the results 
Chicago platform, as tdnterpreted by the 
people, Was due, in part, to one faction of 


democratic senators and congressmen whose 


votes en the question of finance did not 
accord with the views hereinafter expressed; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the house of representatives 
and senate of Georgia, in general assembly 
met, That the representatives from Georgia 
now in both branches of the national con- 
gress, and those soon to be elected thereto, 
be. and they are hereby requested to use 
their influence, exert their energies and 


cast their ballots for legislation which has 


for its purpose— 

‘1. The immediate restoration of silver to 
its former position ag a constitutional money 
of final payment, by opening our mints 
to the free and unlimited coinage of all 
silver bullion produced by the United States, 
independently of European dictation and 
without waiting longer for international 
agreement. 


‘2. The free and unlimited coinage of both 


gold and silver to be resumed at the ratio 
now fixed by law, and the coinage of both 


metals to be continued until some other ra- 


tio may be fixed by a law which shall also 
provide for the continued free and unlimited 
coinage as aforesaid. 

3. The immediate repeal ofthe federal tax 
of 19 per cent on the bills of state banks of 
issue.” 

Under the rules of the house, the resolu- 


tion could not be considered on the day it 


“was introduced. Mr. Pitman first moved to 
make the consideration the special order for 
Tuesday, October 30th. 

Mr. Dookan moved to refer the resolution 
to the committee on the state of the repub- 
lic, when that committee should be ap- 
pointed. Mr. Pitman asked if the committee 
had yet been appointed. Speaker Fleming 
replied that the committee would be ap- 
pointed at some time in the near future. 

Mr. Pitman said that the motion to com- 
mit would delay action on the resolution 
‘until after the senatorial caucus, the very 
thing he was trying to prevent. The speak- 
er ruled that the motion to commit was not 
debatable, but was first in order. 

Mr. Pitman then moved to table, which 
motion took precedence of all previous ones 
and was adopted. 

This leaves the resolution tabled with the 
privilege of calling it up at any time for 
future consideration.

A Special Message. 


The governor sent a special message to 
the legislature yesterday bearing upon the 
military affairs of the state. It was read 
in both houses and was as follows: 


“Executive Department, Atlanta, Ga., 
October 26, 1894.—'o the General Assembly: 
Through some inadvertence, my message to 
the general assembly did not contain my 
recommendations covering the military 
forces of the state. 

“The volunteer forces constitute so im- 
portant a part of the state government 
that I deem it proper, through a special 
message, to ask the continuation or the 
usual appropriation for their maintenance 
and equipment. 

“Under appropriations previously made 
by the general assembly, the troops are 
being put into admirable condition. For 
each of the years 1893 and 1894, the state ap? 
propriated $20,000; of which $700 was for each 
year set aside for the expenses of the adju- 
tant general's office, expenses of the ad- 
visory board, boards of examination, etc. 
The remainder of the appropriation is used 
exclusively, under ‘the terms of the act, 
for expenses at the camp and those inct- 
dent thereto. 

“The federal government, during the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 18%, appropriated 
$11,213.96 for the equipment of the state 
forces. This money has been expended in 
procuring ordnance, ordnance’ supplies, 
quartermaster’s stores, one Gatling gun 
and carriage, knapsacks, haversacks, can- 
teens, campaign hats, national colors for 
each of the six regiments of infantry, rifle 
and carbine ammunition, target and gallery 
material, repair and rebrowning of arms 
in the hands of troops, and other similar 
expenses. 

“The ground upon which the camp ef in- 
struction is located, together with al) the 
improvements thereon, is the property of 
the state. 
Griffin, and about one mile from the city. 
It is centrally located as to the state, and 
it is easily and conveniently accessible, 
therefore, to all the state troops. The camp 
of instruction, the past year, was divided 
into two tours of duty of ten days each; 
the first tour from May Zlst to May 30th, 
inclusive; second tour from June 5th to 
June 14th, inclusive. During the first tour 
the Second regiment, twelve companies, in- 
fantry, and three newly admitted com- 
panies, were present in the camp. During 
the second tour the Fourth regiment, the 
Fifth regiment, -infantry, including band 
and Fifth Machine Gun platoon attached, 
and First battalion, cavalry, three troops, 
mounted, were present; the Fourth regi- 
ment, seven companies; the Fifth, nine com- 
panies. 

“The personnel of the troops attending 
the camp of instruction is of a high order, 
and represent the best element of all classes 
of our citizens. The officers are competent 
and capable men. Many, if not most of 
them, are leading professional and business 
men, and they bring strong character to the 
military forces of the state. The disci- 
pline in camp under such authority, could 
not be otherwise than good. 

“The post commander. in his order clos- 
ing the second tour of duty, said: 

‘“ ‘These soldierly qualities have been re- 
fiected in a pronounced improvement on the 
part of the enlisted men, not only in the 
matter of courtesy, the observance of which 
on their part has been marked, but in the 
cheerful and uncomplaining assumption o2 
every duty to which they have been sum- 
moned. They have been made apparent, 
also, in the contented spirit which has been 
so pleasingly noticeable as to provoke most 
favorable comment on every hand. The 
crowning glory of this encampment has 
been, not simply the willingness, but the ap- 
parent desire of the men to discard all 
glitter and tinsel, and assume the garb best 
adapted to a soldier’s work.’ 

“This statement of the management of 
the camp and of the soldierly bearing of 
the men is fairly representative of the 
conduct of the forces and _ the discipline 
of the officers during their attendance upon 
the camp of instruction each year. 

‘The railroads of the state have shown 
an appreciation of the value of the troops 
by affording ample facilities for their trans- 
portation on all occasions, and in the as- 
sistance rendered the state officers in the 
performance of their duty requiring travel.

FOR THE JEWISH ORPHANS’ HOME. 


Joe Hirsch and the Members of the 
Committee Are Working Hard. 
Since returning from Washington and 
Baltimore a week ago Hon. Joe Hirsch has 
been working industriously to raise his 
part of the $25,000 needed to enlarge the 

Hebrew Orphans’ Home. 

At the meeting of the members of the 
board of control] in Washington last week, 
at which the Hon. Simon Wolf 4was pres- 
ent, Mr. Hirsch agreed to raise in Atlanta 
$3,000 of the money needed. At the time 
he made that promise Mr. Hirsch Knew 
that there was quite a snug sum of money 
awaiting the orders of the home, which had 
been accumulated in one way and another, 
and through that Atlanta would be doing 
more than any other section if $,v00 was 
subscribed within her limits. Mr. Hirsch 


* has been home from that meeting less than 


a week and now has less” than $1,000 to 
raise to make good ‘this promise. 

“T have secured,’ said he yesterday, 
“and without any hard work either, over 
$1,000 since I came home and have the bal- 
ance of the $3,000 I promised in sight. We 
will need for the work, as has been stated, 
about $25,000, and that amount is practi- 
cally raised. When we discussed the mat- 
ter we knew that we had about or nearly 
$14,000 of the money then on hand. By a 
raffie in Atlanta three years ago we secured 
about $2,700, which we have since had. In 
Macon at a banquet of the grand lodge of 
B’Nai Brith we raised $4,000. Then in Rich- 
mond there was a bequest to us of $6,000. 
All of this put together gives us nearly 
$14,000, and that amount has been aug- 
mented by the $1,000 I have raised right 
here in Atlanta since I came home. lI wlil 
raise the other $2,000 without any trouble, 
and then the building will be in sight, for 
the other gentlemen will have fattened the 
purse.”’ 

“How much building will the commit- 
tee add to the home?’ was asked. 

“When the work is completed the build- 
ing will have about twice the capacity it 
now has. Two dormitories will be built 
and a very large hall will be added. As 
has been stated before, the building is 
now terribly crowded, so much s0 that 
additions are absolutely necessary. The 
home is full and there are applications on 
file for accommodations, accommodations 
that should be granted, which cannot be 
supplied. That the $10,000, that is about 
the amount now needed to make good the 
$25,000, will be quickly raised no one has 
the least doubt. Just as soon as the 
money is raised, too, the work will be 
commenced and the home will within a 
short time have double the capacity it now 
has.”’

The Mar the Peopie Want. 

The senator to be selected by the gen- 
sral assembly now in session will serve 
for a term of six years. During that 
period great events will take place— 
events of the most vital importance to 
the welfare of the people. A great is- 
sue—the greatest in its farreaching 
results that the people’s representatives 
have ever been called on to settle—will 
be disposed of during that period. 

It is important, therefore, that the 
man who is to be selected to represent 
the people of the state of Georgia in 
their sovereign capacity for the term of 
six years, should be thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the people when this gfeat 
issue comes up for settlement. We 
need not discuss that issue in this place. 
The members of the general assembly 
know what it is and the people know 
what it is. It will continue to press for 
settlement as long as our financial meas- 
ures are dictated by British and Euro- 
pean interests, and not by the interests 
of the people of this country. 

Never in the history of -Georgia has 
the selection of a senator been of more 
importance than it is today. Never 
have the people had greater interests at 
stake, so far as federal legislation is 
concerned, than they will have during, 
the term of the senator who is to be 
selected by the general assembly. 

The legislature, we are sure, is thor- 
oughly in accord with the people on 
the great issue that is to be settled in 
congress, and the people are practically 
unanimous in favor of American finan- 
cial legislation by Americans and for 
Americans. This being true it is in- 
cumbent on the representatives of the 
people to make no mistake, but to se 
lect for the senatership a man who is 
pledged to carry out the people’s views 
without any “ifs” or “ands.”

When it became known that. the

Pay and Patriotism. 


Our dispatches inform us that the 
Japanese are amused and astonished to 
find that their Chinese prisoners have 
not the slightest spark of patriotism 
and are only concerned about their pay, 
which they are begging the Japanese to 
collect from the Chinese government. 

These prisoners frankly avow that 
they are mere mercenaries, fighting for 
money and nothing else. They are wel 
satisfied to remain’ in captivity, pro- 
vided they can get their pay. 

The spirit which animates these un- 
patriotic hirelings is not confined to 
China. Even in our own country we 
find legions of nren who think more of 
pay than patriotism, and who care Tit- 
tle about the welfare of the republic so 
long a8 they can reap the fruits of pat- 
ronage. Our political mercenaries who 
enlist in ‘the publie service do not bother 
themselves about their obligations to 
their party. They are tied by a string 
to certain leaders and bosses who placed 
them in office, and their sole object 
seems to be to serve their patrons and 
build them up, instead of serving and 
building up their party. 

The Chinese prisoners in Japan are 
willing to see their government go to 
the dogs, if they can collect their pay, 
and our political mercenaries are on the 
Bame tine—ready to see their party 
wrecked, so long as they can ‘secure a 
few patronage plums from the bosses 
whose collars they wear. Pay, and not 
patriotism, is the moving impulse of 
these hirelings. They are ready to re- 
pudiate their platform, spit their party 
into factions, and paralyze every func- 
on of their government if they can get 
what they regard as their share of the 
spoils, and their allegiance is trans- 
ferred in a moment from one boss to 
another, whenever the temptation in the 
shape of public plunder is sufficient. 

The simple Chinese mercetiaries who 
are clamoring for their pay are not 
more dangerous to thelr government 
than our political mercenaries are to 
the republic. So long as we have a 
body of men in the public service who 
feel under greater obligations to the 
dispensers of patronage than they do 
to their party and the government we 
shall be in constant danger. We need 
a revival of the old patriotic American 
spirit.

A practical study of poverty is an- 
nouncéd as a part of the course of a 
leading college in New York city. 

It is proposed that under ‘the direc- 
tion of the professors certain classes of 
students shall study the different phases 
of poverty in the metropolis and tabu- 
late the results for reference. Perhaps 
the experiment will lead to the estab- 
lishment of a chair of poverty in this 
enterprising college. The bright young 
men who are going slumming with their 
professors should have every facility 
afforded them, but it is to be hoped that 
they will go with their pockets well 
filed when they intrude upon the pri- 
vacy of the starving poor, and that they 
will relieve some of the suffering that 
will come under their eyes. Unless re- 
lfef work is made a part of this preten- 
tious study of poverty the whole busi- 
ness will simply be meddlesome and 
impertinent, and the self-appointed in- 
| vestigators will deserve to be turned 
over to the police. .

Our friendly English jcontemporary 
declares that lynching is likely to occur 
in a young and thinly settled country, 
and is only a phase of human law in 
the making. Sometimes the innocent 
suffer, But even that is better than 
apathy toward the perpetrators of 
crimes against womanhood. Interfer- 
ence on the part of the English is whel- 
ly without excuse. 

Miss Baigarnie’s remonstrance, ad- 
dressed fo :he governor’ of Alabama, is 
spoken of by The Post as “a tactless 
screed,” and that paper says that the 
governor is exactly right when he says 
that if the English anti-lynchers are 
justified in their meddlesome course a 
committee of Americans would be justi 
fied in asking the queen, her ministers 
or her governor generals for official as- 
surances of the falsity of alleged in- 
stances of cruelty under the eviction 
laws of Ireland, the oppression of na- 
tives in India andsEgypt, and the mrur- 
der of negroes in Africa. 

It is gratifying 'to find such papers 
as The Post speaking ont against the 
impertinence of the British anti-lynch- 
ers. It shows that there are  fair- 
minded people in England who think 
well of the south, and are ready to de- 
fend our people against unjust attacks. 

We say that all this is gratifying, but 
at the same time we want it under- 
stodd that the lynching evil must be 
suppressed, if it takes all the military 
power of the states to do it.

Perhaps a woman architect would make 
a faifure if she drew the design for a 
public building, a factory or a ware- 
house, but she knows just what a man- 
sion or a cottage should be, and there 
is no good reason why she should not 
devote her attention to domestie archi- 
tecture. 

By all means, let us widen the field of 
woman's work. Teaching, law, medi- 
cine, authorship and typewriting do not 
offer all the, opportunities needed by 
women who are cempelled to be self- 
supporting. If architecture can be ad- 
ded to the list of their occupations, so 
much the better. 

Many women have a natural talent 
for this line of work, and if some of 
them desire to cultivate it and make a 
living ont of it they should be given 
the chance. 

It should be the policy of society and 
the state to encourage, aid and equip 
women for all proper breadwinning oe- 
cupations, and they should not be 
barred out by the senseless prejudices 
of those who do not appreciate the dig: 
nity of labor.

NO MORE PRAYER SERVICES. 


An Order from the Sheriff Refuses Ad- 
mittance to Ladies at the Jail. 


An order has been issued by the sheriff re- 
fusing admittance to the ladies who come to 
the jail on Sunday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of holding prayer services. 

This action, so Mr. Barnes states, is 
prompted by the risk incurred by the 
crowds going in and out of the cells. It was 
put in force last Sunday, and many ladies 
went away disappointed and mad. 

“This action of the sheriff was necessa- 
ry,’’ said Jailer Mardis yesterday afternoon. 
“You see the ladies come here, and have 
been coming here on Sunday afternoons in 
droves. One Sunday I admitted at least 
eighty. If they would all come together it 
would not matter, but the constant coming 
in and going out makes us run a great risk. 
Some of the inmates might escape. We 
have some desperate criminals in here now 
and they would resort to anything to get 
out. We have taken great risk heretofore. 
It is mot because the sheriff objects to the

THEY TOLD HIM 10 PLEAD GUILTY 


But He Said Nay, and Got a Verdict of Not 
Guilty—The Criminal Court §Ad- 
journed Harly- 


The refusal of a prisener yesterday morn- 
ing to take the advice offered by his attor- 
neys prevented him from serving three 
years or more in the penitentiary om the 
charge of larceny from the house.

They stated | 
to the court and to Solicitor Hill that their 
clients desired to plead guilty and asked 
that. the sentences be made out accordingly. 
The plea was to be for larceny from the 
house. 

The first prisoner, Sasseen, was brought 
ints court and asked by Judge Clark if he 
desired to plead guilty, as stated by his 
attorneys, to larceny from the house. 
Sasseen was apparently very much shock- 
ed. Plead guilty! He hadn’t thought of 
such a thing, he said. Not a bit of it. He 
was innocent of any crime and intended 
to plead not guilty to the charge of bur- 
glary, so he declhared. This was decidedly 
uncomfortable for the attorneys. They 
both stated that they had understood that 
Sasseen wanted to plead guilty to larceny 
from the house; that he had, in fact, told 
them he wanted to plead guilty and that 
he had been advised to so plead. 

This was unexpected, but the case went 
to trial. Defended by the very lawyers who 
had advised him to plead guilty to a minor 
offense, Sasscen was found not guilty of 
burglary.

Zondon Sold St. Paul, but a Local Firm 


‘Bought—Stocks Closed Steady— W heat 
Closed a Shade Over Yesterday: 


The cotton market appears to be waiting 
for something, but what that something is 
will have to be explained to the outside 
speculator more plainly than the present 
information affords him. 


The one thing that puzzles the speculator 
gat the moment is that everybody that 
ought to know says cotton is low enough. 
Yet, as they watch the posting of the quo- 
tations day after day and there is no ma- 
terial adVance they see that an improve- 
ment of over 20 points from present low 
prices can only be accomplished by the 
most skillful manipulators who, as soon as 
they have secured the desired profit, unload 
and leave those who are friendly to the 
staple to bear the loss which follows. In 
nearly every instance a new low record is 
made on the closing out of the manipula- 
tive element, and they are at a loss to 
know what keeps cotton down. 


The action of the cotton market yester- 
day was puzzling to traders, inasmuch as 
indications favored an advance, and while 
the market decl.ned during the forenoon, it 
was of a stubborn character and amounted 
to only 8 points. 


The highest point of the day on January 
was touched immediately after the opening, 
after which the decline to the lowest point 
was made which, at about 11 o’clock, was 
5.57. 


During the afternoon a much steadier 
tone prevailed, and the advance continued 
up to the close which was steady at 5.02 
bid for January, with sales of 118,900 bales. 


Spots in New York "were dull and un- 
changed at 5%c for middling. 


THE STOCK MARKET. | 


Preparing for a Vigorous Bear Cam- 
paign Against the Coalers. 

New York, October 26.—There was a fall- 
ing off in business today at the stock ex- 
change, the total sales having amounted to 
84,000 shares against 91,006 shares yester- 
day. Speculation opened steady and then 
an improvement in the railway list follow- 
ed. The gain made, ‘however, was unim- 
portant, ranging from % to 4 per cent. 
London was a seller of St. Paul ¢uring the 
first hour, but a local firm took 5,000 shares 
of the stock, and this neutralized the for- 
eign liquidation. The stock was taken, 
it is said, for a prominent bear who has 
quit the Grangers for the high-priced Coal- 
ers. The latter were again weak and lower. 
The bears appear to be feeling their way in 
their issues, preparatory to a vigorous cam- 
paign later, which was based on the de- 
moralization in coal prices, which, they 
anticipate will follow the policy of unlim- 
ited production. They are proceeding cau- 
tiously, however, as their experience in 
this group of late years has been anything 
but pleasant. New Jersey Central declined 
2% to 102% and rallied to 108%@103%; Dela- 
ware and Hudson dropped 2% to 125%, re- 
covered to 126% and ciosed at 126; Lacka- 
wanna fell 1% to 162% and Reading % to 
164@16%. The sales of these stocks @ere 
16,600 shares. Manhattan, after advancing 
% to 107%, fell to 105% and recovered to 106@

Financial Gossip. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

While sentiment Wednesday was rather 
bullish, being based on a prospective repub- 
lican victory, actual developments were 
more unfavorable than of late. Especially 
ig this true of earnings, as reported for the 
second and third week of October. St. 
Paul’s in the Jatter period decreased $247,- 
595. Thea week was one cf the poorest that 
road has experienced, 

Comparing the figures issued yesterday 
with those of 1892 the resuit is a loss last 
week of $159,000. Taking 1891 and the loss 
the past week was $150,000. Atchison’s de- 
crease of $176,910 for the seccnd week of Oc- 
tober, 1894, is even a more discouraging 
showing than that of the St. Paul for the 
third, as business and earnings a year ago 
on that system were greatly contracted. 

In both cases, however, the adverse condi- 
tion of agriculture is reflected. On the one 
hand is the crop failure; on the other 5-cent 
cotton and 50-cent wheat. Moreover, in ex- 
planation of the decreasing earnings the 
falling off in grain tonnage must not be 
lost sight of. 

The following table compares deliveries 
of grain, including flour, at Chicago and 
Milwaukee by the Granger roads the first 
three weeks in October, 1893 and 1894 at 
three weeks in October, 1898 and 1894:

Now, taking .ae roads both delivering at 
Chicago and Milwaukeé and it will be’ seen 
that the Northwest had a total decrease at 
these points in three weeks of over three 
and a quarter million bushels, St. Paul a 
decrease of a little over three millions. 
Such figures go farther towards accounting 
for reduced earnings than fallacious ar- 
guments based on the world’s fair. 

Yesterday’s car movement not only show- 
ed no improvement, but at Chicago there 
was a falling off. Only 325 cars came, in- 
cluding the three important cereals, against 
632 the day before and 670 on the corre- 
sponding day last year, while receipts of 
cérn’ were ‘about 70 per cent smaller than in 
1893.

The disorganized industria] situation in all 
mill centers, and especially in the east, re- 
strains buyers taking anything above ac- 
tual and urgent requirements.

Wild Excitement Among the People of the 
Neighborhood Yesterday—Searching 
Parties Scour the Woods * 


The quiet town of Bolton was alf astir 
yesterday and that section of the country 
just beyond the Chattahoochee was wild 
with excitement. 

About dark Thursday afternoon the thir- 
teen-year-old daughter of Mr. Matt Griggs, 
section master between Atlanta and - Bol- 
ton, was met by a large negro who at- 
tempted to assault her. Her screams and 
the approach of a hand car, frightened him 
away and caused him to flee. The alarm 
was given and searching parties formed. 
Yesterday a negro girl who was said to 
have been with the man at the time he met 
his intended victim was arrested. It was 
found that she knew nothing about the ne- 
gro or his crime and she was. released. 

Section Master Griggs lives about seven 
miles from Atlanta. Mt. Vernon church is 
scarcely a mile from his house, and a 
schoolhouse is in the grove surrounding the 
church. It wag to this school that the lit- 
tle gtri went every day. Early Thursday 
morning she left home and remained at the 
school until nearly 6, o’clock in the after- 
noon. When school wag dismissed she left 
with a number of her playmates and start- 
ed out with her books in hand for home. 
The children played by the way, and it was 
rather late when the girl reached the rail- 
road where she separated from her com- 
panions to make her way homeward alone. 

After leaving the rest of the children she 
had gone only a short distance down the 


. road when she was accosted by a large ne- 


gro man who stepped out of the woods bor- 
dering the track. The man asked her name. 
The little girl was too frightened to speak, 
and before she could realize it the negro 
had grabbed her about the neck and was 
dragging her into the woods. The strong 
fingers about her throat prevented her from 
screaming. She was pulled helplessly into 
the woods a short distance and thrown 
upon her face. As he relaxed his grip the 
girl began to scream loudly. At this junc- 
ture a hand car with the section gang on 
board came down the road. It was a timely 
approach. s 

The screams of the girl and the noise of 
tne approaching car freigthtened the brute 
and he dashed off into the woods. Some of 
the crew had heard the screams, and when 
the car was stopped ran to the place. The 
girl was terribly exhausted from the strug- 
gle and the fingers of the negro had left 
marks on ‘her throat. Sevéral of the men 
started out at once in pursuit and the rest, 
with the girl, boarded the car and went at 
a rapid gait to the settlement. Mr. Griges 
was notified at once. With quick determin- 
ation he organized searching parties, and 
the squads of men scattereu in every di- 
rection. A pack of hounds was sent for 
and took the trail at once. The dogs ran 
only a short distance, however, and after 
crossing a small branch, failed to go any 
farther. 

In the meantime the people for some dis- 
tance had heard of the attempt, and for 
seyeral miles the woods were thoroughly 
covered, The negro had concealed himself 
well, and no sign of his whereabouts could 
be gained. At right all of the negro rail- 
road hands were surrounded and were car- 
| ried before the giri. But she could identify 
no one and they were released. The search 
continued all night. 

Just beyond the seene of the attempt the 
section gang whose appearance caused the 
negro’s flight had noticed a coléred girl. 
She was thought to have been with the ne- 
gro at the time he met the girl and it was.

The Southern Farmers May Originate a 
Strong Movement. 


A MEETING IN MACON WEDNESDAY 


The Farmers of the South Want Better 
Prices for Cotton—Three Stat:s 
Are to Act Soon. 


It is extremely probable that in the next 
few weeks there will be organized a con- 
certed movement among the farmers of 
the cotton states to protect themselves 
from the unprecedentedly.low price that is 
now being paid for cotton. 

The movement started in Georgia by Mr. 
Waddell has been followed by similar action 
of farmers in two adjoining states and 
there is a disposition among the planters 
of all the cotton raising state to do some- 
thing by which their interests may be pro- 


tected. 

Mr. J. O. Waddell came back from Ma- 
con yesterday, where he went to organize 
the movement for Georgia. He called a 
meeting to be held there this week and 
the object of it was to adopt protective 
measures. After coming together the move- 
ment took such shape and it became evi- 
dent that it would assume such large pro- 
portions it was decided to postpone the or- 
ganization of the movement until next 
Wednesday. 

On that day a meeting will be held in 
Macon, and it will be largely attended. 
Representative farmers of the state will be 
present and definite measures will be de- 
termined upon. Of course nothing can be 
definitely predicted concerning the course 
of action that the meeting will take, but 
that it will do something seems certain. 

Mr. Waddell seems. greatly encouraged. 
He said yesterday that he was pleased to 
see that adjoining states were taking sim- 
ilar action and it had begun to look as if 
the whole south would soon be organized 
into a movefhent ~ to protect the cotton 
product. In Alabama Commissioner Hector 
Lane, of the agricultural bureau, has called 
a meeting, and John T. Roddey, of South 
Carolina, has started a movement which he 
hopes Will embrace the entire south. He has 
named no day for his meeting, but dt iv 
quite probable that the movements now 
germinating in the different cotton states 
will grow into a huge, concerted movement 
which will be a potent influénce in bettering 
the prospects of cotton.

Just now the shows generally are risaicinng 
a big spread on the bill boards ‘and some of 
the work is an excellent imitation of what 
might be called that peculiar class of art 
in which the artist, the great lover of na- 
ture most delights. Within the past few 
months, in fact, almost entirely since the 
present season opened, the walls, windows 
and other places where the bill poster gets 
in his work, have been adorned with pic- 
tures which have been of more than or- 
dinary interest. To some they “were of 
interest because they came very near pre- 
senting the observer's idea of true art, while 
to others they were attractive because they 
were suggestive of immoral thoughts. 

Still there was another view of some of 
these pictures taken by some, and that view 
may be presented to the general council at 
the next regular mecting of that body and 
in presenting it there will be a strenuous 
demand for the council to pass a law pro- 
hibiting the exhibition of such pictures 
in windows, bill boards, and in other pub- 
lic places. So determined are those who 
are engineering the movement that they 
say that the pictures shall not be pasted 
on the boards or otherwise exhibited even 
if the courts of the state must be appealed 
to In the shape of an injunction. 

Not only is that feelirg prevalent in At- 
lanta, but it pervades quite a number of 
other cities in the south, just as it shot 
across the west a year or two ago. | 

Only a week or two ago it broke out in 
Chattanooga, and so violent was the at- 
tack that the police department was in- 
Structed to tear from the walls some of 
the fost select and costly paper the Hoyt’s 
“A Black Sheep” hung. That attraction, 
like many other companies now on the road, 
has invested a snug fortune this year in 
posters, bills, pictures and other advertis- 
ing devices. Some of the work is of the 
finest kind in the way of attractive adver- 
tising, and it is left wholly with the idea 
of the observer as to whether it is a meri- 
torious piece of work or immoral. 
Either view of it, however, does not turn 
the eyes of the passer-by from the bill 
boards, but upon those same boards the 
eye rests until the admirer or the condem- 
ner is satisfied. 

The “A Black Sheep” shows one piece of 
work of which every member of the com- 
pany, from the owner, who is coining money 
out of the production, to the grip carrier 
for the property man, is very proud. With 
them it is a hundred-to-one shot that thé 
picture is not in the least immoral, and 
that it is considered a magnificient piece of 
high art. The picture carries for its title 
“The Queen of Burlesque,” and presents 
to the view the figure of a woman in tights. 
The picture has for its background a pe- 
culiar shade of red, while the figure of 
the woman is made of the most exquisite 
Shade of blue. Standing with her weight 
upon one foot, the other being at rest, 
the ball of the foot only touches the floor. 
The woman’s face is anything but pretty, 
leans slightly to one side and glances tc 
the floor. Over her shoulders is a hand- 
some wrap with which she is in the act of 
adjusting, both of her hands being above 
her shoulders grasping the mantle. A deli- 
cate, slender waist tapers up to a pair of 
drgoping, indifferent shoulders while it 
rests upon hips, which are out of all pro- 
portion with the rest of the body. Ths 
face, not pretty, -is made less attractive 
by the grin which shows a full set of large 
teeth, and lips so red that the evidence of 
paint is apparent. 

It is this picture which so wrought up 
the people of Chattanooga that the mem- 
bers of the police department were instruct- 
ed to pull it down wherever it might be 
found. The action of the Chattanooga au- 
torities made the manager of the show du- 
bious, and when he came to Atlanta the 
manager was a little chary about putting 
out that grade of paper. But Dooley, the 
bill poster, convinced the manager that it 
would go in Atlanta and out it went. 

And in Atlanta it made a howl, and now 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union has decided that it should 
not be tolerated and that they 
should be destroyed, and will ask the coun- 
cil to prohibit the further exhibition of 
pictures of that ilk. 

While working on that problem, the ques- 
tion of living pictures came up, and the 
union decided to ask the general council 
at the same time to prohibit the presenta- 
tion of living pictures in any of the theaters 
of Atlanta. 

Just what the council will do in the mat- 
ter remains to be seen. If an ordinance of 
that kind is passed it will more than likely 
call for the appointment of an expert on 
wall pictures whose duty will be to inspect 
the pictures and decide whether they are 
within the meaning and letter of the law 
contemplated. 

That would make a snap for some one, 
but that some one would have his life made 
miserable before his first tour of inspec- 
tion would be completed so materially doa 
people differ on the question of the show 
pictures. 

In taking down the pictures in Chattanoo- 
ga the newspapers of that city took a hand 
in the matter end the company was giyen 
more free advertising than it could have 
possibly bought for a carload of dollars. 
So full and complete was the question dis- 
cussed that the city of Chattanooga decided 
to have the “A Black Sheep’ with them 
again, and the company will make one night 
there, next Friday night, one week from to: 
night. So anxious are the people, too, to 
judge for themselves that every seat in the 
house has already been sold, and the specu- 
lator is now getting in his work for a 
show, which has been there once within the 
last ten days, and will go back again one 
week from tonight. One of the leaders in 
the movement in Atlanta yesterday remark- 
ed: 

“Those pictures do nothing but corrup.% 
and prevert the minds of the young people 
who pass along the streets, and the soone? 
we have a law prohibiting the exhibiting ot 
them the better it will be for us all. One 
minister in Atlanta will preach against 
the pictures next Sunday, and several more 
will be requested to do the same thing. 
We are satisfied that it is immoral, and we 
are going to push the movement against 
them.”’ 

“But how will you decide what should be 
shown on the bill boards and what should 
not be?” was asked. 

“Our good, common sense and ‘the good, 
common sense of the members of the po- 
lice department will do that. If there 
gets to be much doubt about it, we can 
stop the exhibition of, all show pictures,” 

“That would kill Mr. 
as a bill poster,’’ was suggested. 

‘“‘Better kill Mr. Dooley’s business than to 
kill the character and morals of the chil- 
dren of the city.’’
